The whole number of votes cast for 
Amendments to Chapter Two and Three 
of the City Charter providing for a Non- 
Partisan Primary Election and an Elec- 
tion Commission was 9,689, of which 5,329 
votes were cast in favor of the adoption 
of the Amendments and 4,360 votes were 
cast against the adoption of the Amend- 
ments.

NATURAL GAS FRANCHISE 


The whole number of votes cast for the 
Ordinance, granting the Central Michigan 
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Natural Gas Company a thirty-year fran- 
chise to lay mains and laterals in the 
streets of Lansing to furnish natural gas to 
the residents of Lansing was 12,452, of 
which 8,501 votes were cast in favor of 
granting the franchise and 3,951 votes were 
cast against the granting of the franchise.
